The resignation will be submit- 


ted formally at a meeting of the 
committee here April 1. 


Brownell. political associate of 


Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey for more 


than 14 years, has decided to give 
his whole time to practicing law 
in New York. 


Wants Bigger Income 


He has been working without 


salary as national chairman since 
the 1914 convention when he was 
elected to run Dewey's presiden- 
tial campaign. He is reported to 
have 
told 
congressional leaders 


that he either had to resign or 
replenish his private finances or 
accept a salary from the commit- 
tee, which he preferred not to do. 


Brownell, 42 will continue active 


in politics, but only as an indi- 
vidual. He has said he will not 
manage Dewey's or anyone else's 
campaign this fall. 


What about Dewey in 1948? 


Holds Bricker No. 1 


Brownell is known to feel that 


among the national party organi- 
zation right now John W. Bricker 
of Ohio stands in the No. 1 posi- 
tion for the 1948 presidential nomi- 
nation. 


How he might feel about it if 


Dewey is re-elected to a second 
term as governor remains for the 
future. However, it is an old GOP 
tradition that the party has yet to 
renominate a losing presidential 
candidate. Dewey had no comment 
at Albany on BrownelTs impend- 
ing resignation. 


The outgoing chairman is under- 


stood to favor a mid-westerner as 
his successor, but he expressed no 
preference in talks he had here 
yesterday—with' approximately 30 
congressional leaders. The choice 
will be made at the April 1 meet- 
ing.

Senator Smith (R-NJ) said "peo- 
ple are impatient" with produc- 
tion lags. 
He said labor and

something else for name-calling," 


Smith made the statement to a 


reporter in connection with sen- 
ate labor committee consideration 
of the house-passed Case bill re- 
stricting strike activities.

Living Costs May 
Go Higher Under 
New Wage Policy 


Washington, Feb. 25—(AP) — 


Marriner S, Eccles, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve board, said 
today President Truman's 
new 


wage-price policy might result in 
another 10 per cent increase in the 
cost of living, over prewar levels. 


"There is some possibility", he 


said, that living costs might go 
to 40 per cent over perwar costs, 
poining out that OPA now esti- 
mates living costs are up 30 per 
cent. He added: 


"If we can hold there we will 


have done a pretty good job in 
view of the large public financ- 
ing". 


This country, he said, has done 


a better job than any other na- 
tion in curbing wartime inflation, 
with the possible exception of 
Canada. 


Asks Bigger Gains Tax 


He proposed a substantial in- 


crease in the capital gains tax, as 
a means of putting brakes on 
speculative buying. 


Turning to a discussion of the 


wage phase of the President's new 
economic policy, he declared: 


"Wage increases can only be 


justified when they can be met out 
of 
increased 
productivity 
and 


profits without increasing prices. 
Clearly wage increases that result 
in price increases to the consum- 
er are inflationary. 


"Where price ceilings do not in 


fact afford a sufficient margin 
of profit to call forth production, 
they can and doubtless will be ad- 
justed, but these instances are not 
general." 


Urges OPA Extension 


Eccles later told newspapermen 


there is no conflict in this state- 
ment with he president's policy 
of allowing price increases where 
there are justified wage adjust- 
ments that cannot be paid out of 
present levels of profit. 


Appearing before the

Bombay Completely 


Quiet as Mutinous 
Sailors Drop Arms 


City Experiences First 


Peaceful Night Since 


Week Ago Tonight 


Bombay, Feb. 25—(AP)—Royal 


Indian sailors who participated in 
a mutiny last week have returned 
to duty, a British communique said 
today, and conditions in Bombay 
arre "practically normal." 


Strikes have ended at shore in- 


stallations, dockyards and all but 
one of the city's 66 cotton mills, 
the communique said, although 
Royal Indian Air Force personnel 
here still refuse to work. 


A police 
statement said that 


road barricades had been removed 
by 
recruiting residents 
of the 


area as laborers, and that only a 
few minor incidents had been re- 
ported. 


Royal navy ships, including the 


light cruiser Glasgow, formed a 
double semi-circle inside the har- 
bor, and a large force of naval per- 
sonnel came ashore 
for 
unan- 


nounced assignments. 


Meanwhile, reinforced British 


Tommies took precautions to make 
certain that a scheduled demon- 
stration by students would 
not 


cause a new outbreak of violence. 
NO student disorders had been re- 
ported by this afternoon, however, 
and leaders of the Congress party 
and the Bombay Student Congress 
urged that the demonstrations be 
cancelled. Some students insisted, 
nevertheless, that they would pro- 
test the use of British military 
forces against the mutineers.

Buenos Aires, Feb. 25— (AP) —

the paper ballots, an early indica- 
tion of the outcome is unlikely— 
barring a veritable landslide. 


The tabulation will be watched 


eagerly not only in Argentina but 
in the outside world because of the 
bearing the outcome may have on 
this country's future relations with 
the United States. 


Peron was roundly denounced by

The pianist, a 45-year-old man 


whose name hospital psychiatrist 
Ira M. Altshculer withheld, was a 
well-known musician nine years 
ago, 
the doctor said. 


He is still "a genius", in the 


opinion of Dr. Howard Hanson, 
noted conductor ?nd composer of 
th« Ewtmmn School of Music at 


Rochester, N. Y. 


A hospital aide stood at the. 


pianist's side to turn pages as he 
played. Otherwise, the music tea- 
chers were told, he would have 
played the same page over and 
over. After the performance, the 
pianist, his face expressionless, 
bowed stifflv to his audience and 
loft the stage amid roaring ap- 
plause. 


Dr. AlUhculer said he staged 


ihe performance to demonstrate 
the value of music in aiding the 
mentally ill. Playing the piano has 
been the first sign of improvement 
for this patient, an inmate of the 
ward for eight years, according to 
Dr. T. K. Gruber, hospital super- 
intendent. 


His malady, Dr. Gruber explain- 


ed, is "a sort of negativism", the

approximately 21,000.000 agricul- 
tural, domestic and governmental 
workers, as well as self-employed 
small businessmen and farmers. 
He advocated special 
provisions 


for them so "the newly insured 
groups will not be unduly disad- 
vantaged because of their late en- 
trance Into the system." 


Present Level Inadequate 


The first witness called by the 


house ways and means committee 
in a complete study of the entire 
social security program. Altmeyer 
told the committee the present 
level of benefits paid on retirement 
at age 65 and to survivors of a 
covered worker upon his death are 
inadequate, because of the rise in 
living 
costs 
since the 
benefit 


rates were established in 1939. 


Some provision, he said, should 


be made for veterans whose pay- 
ments to social security accounts 
were suspended during the time 
they served in the armed forces. 


Although social security cards 


have been issued to 84,000,000 per- 
sons only a little more than 40,- 
000,000 remain steadily in covered 
employment, Altmeyer said. 


Present tax rates of one per cent 


each on employers and employes, 
Altmeyer said, are "probably suf- 
ficient to cover the total costs of 
the expanded program for the next 
five years or more." but a pro- 
gram of "practically complete cov- 
erage" may require an eventual 
Increase to seven p*r cent of pay- 
rolls. 


Stress Need for Changes 


A recent board report stressed

cial privacy, the State Department 
has spent some weeks getting up 
a new statement of American for- 
eign policy. The only great ques- 
tion of policy, of course, is how 
to treat Russia. On this, the paper 
was not illuminating in its original 
form. 


The Byrnes policy established at 


Moscow and London since mid-De- 
cember, has 
been substantially 


this: Press no point which would 
be offensive to Russian claims: re- 
treat on policy as much as possi- 
ble and accept Russian conten- 
tions. The apparent but not pro- 
fessed purpose has been to entice 
Russia out of her nationalistic iso- 
lation into dealing in the world of 
affairs. 


This has kept world news rather 


calm but events behind the news, 
particularly 
from 
Europe, 
are 


working up boldly and may break 
sensationally. Do not, for instance, 
let yourself be currently misled 
into believing the domination of 
the French government by Com- 
munists and Socialists is a perma- 
nent arrangement, or that the 
name of De Gaulle will remain 
forever in retirement from French 
politics. Give greater notice than 
has been given to the victory of 
the Belgian catholic party over 
both Communists and Socialists. 
Belgium is half French, with all 
the same elements of French poli- 
tics in miniature. Indeed, through- 
out Europe, even in Yugoslavia, 
the resistance to Communism is 
taking the only effective form yet 
evidenced in the gathering togeth- 
er of Catholic elements. 
* * * 


I have heard American states- 


men say these Christian groups 
are the only ones in the world to- 
day who know how to resist Com- 
munism, ideologically or political- 
ly. 
These groups have a firm 


ideology themselves. 


Britain was the first nation to 


talk up to the Soviets, but the dip- 
lomatic resistance of Bevin at the 
London UNO conference was tac- 
tical rather than formidable. The 
Russians had raised the question 
of British influence in Greece, pri- 
mariyl to cover their own tracks 
in Poland, the Balkans, Iran, tur- 
key and other places where they 
are attempting to extend their in- 
fluence. After accomplishing; this 
purpose, and succeeding in getting 
UNO to allow Moscow to deal sep- 
arately -with a pro-Communism 
Iranian prime minister installed at 
Teheran for the purpose—Russia 
withdrew her Greek c h a r g e s 
against Bevin. The Indonesian 
charges she continued to press, 
keeping Britain on the defensive. 
* * * 


The common current belief thai 


Bevin may have found a way 
treating with Moscow therefore is 
unjustified. He twice passed "the 
lie" to them and they backed down 
true enough. But when you add 
up the results, you will see Rus- 
sia won the action she wantec 
from UNO, while Bevin won noth 
ing except the red herring. Emula 
tion of Bevin by us, then, woulc 
not answer the question of how to 


Communists; and now he selected 
General 
Eisenhower's 
chief 
of 


staff to be ambassador to Mos- 
cow, 
instead of a diplomat or a 


politician. 


Army men, by nature, should be 


more interested in results than in 
the political ideas of justice for 
this and that, which have so con- 
fused 
our diplomats in recent 


years. (Latest example: Joe Da- 
vies, who thinks Russian spying on 
Canada justified, but no doubt 
would cry out against any Cana- 
dian spying on Russia, whereas 
any realist knows all nations have 
always spied on ail others and al- 
ways will.)

This new reliance on Army real- 


ism is the most hopeful development 
in American foreign policy, in con- 
trast to these childish but pom- 
pous accumulations of vaporous 
generalities the state department 
plans to put out under the claim 
that they are great state pro- 
nouncements.

plaining, in question and answer 
'onn, how to fill out your federal 
income tax return. 


Q. Who has to file a federal 


ncome tax return? 
A. 
Every- 


one (including minors) who had 
$500 or more income last year. 
Approximately 50,000,000 Ameri- 
;ans are required to, file—in fact 
nearly every civilian 
worker or 


businessman. 


Q. Do servicemen 
and veter- 


ans have to file? 
A 
Some do, 


most do not. 
It depends partly 


on rank and partly 
on whether 


they had any civilian income. All 
enlisted pay and the first $1,500 
of officers pay 
are exempt. All 


civilian income and 
officers' pay 


over $1,500 counts toward 
the 


filing requirement. 


Q. If my tax is withheld from 


my wages by my employer, do I 
have to file ? A. yes. With- 
holding is only approximate and 
you must file a return so that any 
additional tax due may be collect- 
ed or any overpayment 
may be 


refunded. 


Q. Didn't Congress recently ex- 


empt a lot of people from filing? 
A. No. Congress reduced taxes 
on 1946 income 
(remember 
our 


March 15 returns are on 1945 in- 
come) but did not change either 
for last year or this year the re- 
quirements that returns must be 
filed by everyone having S500 or 
more income. 


Q. Suppose my income was less 


than $500 but tax was withheld 
from my pay. Should I file? A. 
Yes. 
If you are single, file a re- 


turn to get a refund of the tax 
withheld. If you 
are 
married, 


you should file a joint return with 
your wife (or husband) so that 
she (or he) can get the benefit of 
your exemptions 
which you do 


not need to offset your income, in 
which case your 
refund will be 


applied against any tax she (or 
he) owes, or you will get joint re- 
fund.

In ruining axis hopes of a de- 


structive fifth column shackling 
America's war effort, the BFI un- 
covered huge caches of weapons 
and explosives which could have 
been used in a widespread sabo- 
tage program. All kinds of maps 
and photographic material were 
seized, as well as short wave ra- 
thos and code books. 


On December 7,1941, within ft 


few hours after the Japanese at- 
tack FBI agents arrested more 
than 1,000 Japanese. 


Then, anticipating a declaration 


of war by Germany and Italy, FBI 
agents the next day began arrest- 
ing other aliens who were danger- 
ous to the nation's security. 


Beginning January 8, 1942, the 


FBI 
began 
spot-checking 
the 


homes and businesses of enemy 
aliens to determine whether they 
were turning over prohibited ar- 
ticles as ordered by the govern- 
ment. 


Since then, 23,881 have been 


searched, turning up vast stocks 
of contraband articles. Since the 
beginning of Warld War II, 16,- 
062 enemy aliens have been ar- 
rested in the United States and 
its possessions, including 7,042 
Germans and 5,428 Japanese.
